of colored men in Washington, gave 
them the following advice: "Cease to ad- 
mit that yon belong to a separate racet 
lor so long as you claim that you ore a 
separate and distinct race just so long 
will you be treated as snob." There are 
,uat two things the Senator should now 
do which would eiledually removs him 
from the (suspicion of having plajed the 
bypoorite when lie made the above state- 
ment. The first ia, he should give cer- 
tain other races which he and his Demo- 
cratic collf igues in politics bave encour- 
aged to keep up race distietion and race 
prejudice, for tbe benefit ot tbe Demc- 
oratic party, tbe same advice. The sec- 
ond is, he should advise his Democratic 
colleagues in the South not to keep up 
the race distinction as to the colored race 
by legislation. When the Senator suc- 
ceeds in correcting these evils, tbe advice 
he gives tbe colored man will be more 
statesmanlike than demngosioal. 


THB total number of votes cast for 


President in this state at tbe late election 
wao 873,640. This is the number oast for 
the first electors on each of the four tick- 
ets. 
All of the othf r electors on each 


ticket received a smaller number of 
votes, although no two electors seem to 
have received precisely the same number. 
The faot that tbe firet elector ran ahead 
of all the others is attributed to the ig- 
norance or the carelessness ot the voters 
in putting a cross in tbe tqaare opposite 
the name ot the first elector, instead ot 
placing it in the circle at the head of the 
ticket. Thus the first elector on the Ee- 
publican ticket received 865 votes more 
than tbe second elector on the same 
ticket. On the Democratic ticket tbe 
number ai 1,004 tbe Prohibition 23, the 
People's Party 6. In 1888 (be total vote 
for President, in Illinois was 747,078, BO 
that this year's vote exceeds that of 188£ 
by 125,070.

Brothers since have been wondering bow 
the boy with the bill came in possession 
of it, and the Kleeaeld affair came to 
their mind and they thought the money 
might have come from the person of 
Kleefield. 


The police yesterday found two boys 


who know all about the money and bow 
it came into their possession. Their 
names are Bert Mills and Willie Rnokle. 
Last night in Marshal Mason's office 
Mills told the following story: 


"Me and Will Buckle heard there was a 


man killed on the railroad and run over 
there. 
The man was laying on the 


ground and some more boys were around 
him. We stayed thereuntil they carried 
Kleefield home on a stretcher. We all 
followed behind and on the east side of 
the railroad August Chiopan, or "Chip- 
pie," picked np a pooket book from be- 
tween the tiee. "Chippie" gave the pocket 
book to Jim Leahey and Jim opened it 
and tonk out 81.10 in small change and 
some beer checks. He then gave the 
pocket-book back to "Cnippie," and he 
took out a 85 bill rolled up in some 
paper. "Obippie" then gave the pooket- 
book to Fritz Keck, and all three walked 
north along the railroad." 


Ruckle corroborated the Mills story. 


From tbe story they told, it seems the 
picket boo'i dropped from Kleetield's 
pooket as he was carried borne, or about 
the time he fell uuooossious. The mat- 
tar will be further investigated as to both 
the pocket book and bow Kleefield re- 
ceived bis injurlB=.

Who Wanted to Go with a Gambler 


Who Was in Luck and Had Just 


Won Ten Thousand Dollars 


—Spirited Away.

was in control of two opposing mobs of 
frenzied Italians and graders. 


Wenatchee is a town about" 100 miles 


•west o£ here on. the Great Northern 
railroad. Tho trouble was started by 
the luck of a drunken gambler named 
Tom Guilland. 


Guilland quit work a week ago and 


came to Wenatehee, getting drunk the 
first night. In two days liiij money 
was gone and he has been loafing 
since. 


Wednesday night he was paid an old 


debt of $13 and about 8 o'clock began 
to play cards and drink whisky. He 
played in luck and quit the game with 
1240. He next played poker, and about ; 
11 o'clock started for Vaco's faro bank \ 
with about $2,000 in his pockets. Hera 
he continued to play recklessly. Finally ! 
Guilland threw all his money on tho 
table in a heap and bet on the queen 
< 


and ace. When hia pile was counted 
i 


it was found to contain $5,080. Vaco \ 
took the befc. 
Guilland won.

The railroad roon gathered in 
a group with Guilland and the woman, 
in tho center, and began to retreat 
slowly, firing as they went and calling 
for help as they fell back. Others 
joined them, and finally they made a 
stand in front of a saloon. 


The Hal inns pressed them closely at 


first nnd many fights occurred, but 
when the graders opened fire they gave 
way until there was a space of twenty 
feet between the two parties, across 
which stones, clubs and brickbats Hew 
in a regular cloud, those who were 
knocked down being carried to tho 
rear of the mob. Three graders, who 
had been stabbed with long knives, 
were carried into the saloon and the 
woman was spirited away in the dark- 
ness. 


Botli parties gradually broke up into 


small bands and .scattered through tho 
town. Whenever opposite factions met 
there was ;i skirmish, generally ending 
in the defeat of the Italians, but there 
was no general 
engagements. Tho 


feud continued until dawn, when botli 
parties scattered and got out of sight.
